The Irene withdrew without demonstration, 
and the forts and .'!()() ofllccrs and men surrendered and were 
turned over to the insurgents. 
The German fleet of five war ships continues in and about 
Manila, and by its open friendship for the Spanish has caused 
great irritation among the Americans, and greatly encouraged 
the Spanish to continued resistance.

Fridny, July loth', and sail as soon as possible, probably on 
the 16th.

damnable, 
and they nro sure to 
sick-o- n. 
The fleet has been singularly free 
from Illness, but I fear It will tome.

nothing In thoso Islands for us, except 
a coaling station. 
Not one in ten ot 
our best men 
could 
survive 
there. 
However, 
I 
suppose

do not bellcvo 
Manila 
will 
be 
bombarded

havo been few events since the defeat 
of Spaniards.

ship Sarnnac, 
nnd to nttend 
to the gunboat Hlrano.

Hawaiian language sounds was reached 
a large number 
of tlio.'O present 
ent- 
ered the dlsctiss.on. 
CJnestlotis 
came 
freely, nnd a number of experts In tlio

Professor 
M. M. Scott, C. II. 
Dickey, J. F. Scott, Inspector 
General 
Townscnd and others 
took an active 
Interest In the discussion. 
Hcglnnlg the discussion 
Col. Parker 
said that every teacher should bo skill- 
ful In the nvcchaulsm of sound, both In 
making thorn nnd In determining 
them. 
Sounds should be made easily, without 
tension.

following thnt 
Col. Parker remarked 
that the Hawaiian 
child learned 
six- 
teen sounds at school. 
After thnt. In 
studying 
English,

To teach the sounds the speaker 
sug- 
gested a chart representing 
them. 
To 
teach 
orjmpart-sound- s 
correctly 
It was 
necessary 
to know 
them. 
To know 
them one must hear them. 
First, mas- 
ter the sounds;

Have a little exercise 
with the children dally.

sounds. 
Mrs. 
Parker's subject 
was "Nature 
Study 
In Its Relation 
to Oral 
Head- 
ing." 
Mechanical reading Is onoof the 
wont of habits. 
The speaker referred 
at Bomo length to the study of n sub- 
ject by the uscof relntlve subjects and 
books of literature 
bearing 
thereon. 
Speaking of teaching n Hawaiian child 
Mrs. Parker said that she would not at- 
tempt to make one read until ho under- 
stood English, understood 
the thought. 
She would wait even ten years first. 
A good reader has the power of con- 
centration. 
The reason 
so many 
And 
It difllcult to study 
Is that they, have 
disassociated 
the 
thought 
and 
word. 
In expression the thought Is tnlcnsllled. 
Kvery good teacher 
should 
lie a good 
reader. 
The speaker had great faith 
In 
hu- 
man nature. 
The general 
inclination 
was toward 
Clod anil good. 
Men wont 
to the saloons 
for the lack of better 
places to go. 
Jn answer to n question Mrs. Parker 
said there was no comparison 
In cities 
between children 
who 
come 
Into the 
Kdiools from the 
kindergarten 
nnd 
those who had 
tint attended 
It. 
Tho 
former were advanced, keen and ready 
to go to work; 
the others 
wcro dull 
and new. 
Col. Parker resumed 
his talk.
